Depleted Pheasant Supply 
Aided By Second Release 


Opening of pheasant season is 
less than a month away, Oct. 15. 
All summer, to sportsmen and 
farmers driving grass-filled country 
ditches searching for beads of

This bleak picture was brighten¬ 
ed somewhat last week, though, 
when 900 birds were released from 
east of Champion to north-west of 
Vulcan by the Provincial Game 
Hatchery at Brooks.

Through the efforts of the Vul¬ 
can and District Fish and Game 
Association and because of the 
serious loss of pheasant population 
last winter in the county, two re¬ 
leases have been made in this area 
this year. The first occurred dur¬ 
ing June when over 200 roosters 
and hens were freed and this re¬ 
cent release brings the total to 
1120 with a 50-50 split in each sex. 

Jerry Pelchin, head of the 
Brooks hatchery brought birds 
over in lots of 300 hitting the 
Champion area Sat., Sept. 11 and 
working towards Vulcan Monday 
and Tuesday. Tuesday afternoon 
Bert Freeman, game officer from 
High River, Glen Dahl, past-pre¬ 
sident of th" local fish and game 
group and Corporal Pete Thachik 
of Vulcan RCMP detachment ac¬ 
companied Mr. Pelchin on the local 
release, and the birds are report¬ 
ed to be in healthy condition. They 
are just starting to color. 

Most of these birds hadn't flown 
before and many had lost their tail 
feathers through trampling in the 
close quarters ■ of the rearing 
pens and it was quite a sight to 
watch their- first solo attempt. 
With no rudder control they wing¬ 
ed all over the sky and one bird 
who just couldn't get airborn- 
finally took off on foot for his new- 
home. This is no problem according 
to Mr. Pelchin as they will quickly 
grow new tail gear. 

Evidence of successful nesting of 
the earlier release of pheasants 
was found in the odd group of 20 
to 25 birds near the site of their 
freedom. 

Up to this time a total of 5500 
pheasants have been released by 
the Brooks hatchery. Most have 
come to the southern part of the 
province but 1000 have been sent 
to the Camrose area on an experi¬ 
mental basis.

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LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 


Sept. 13th, 1965

Editor, The Advocate. 

Dear Sir: 

I would like to bring up a sub¬ 
ject which should stir up quite a 
controversy but one which I feel 
should be discussed and possibly 
understood a little more before it 
is too late. It is about our pro¬ 
posed Recreation Centre. I might 
say right here that I am all for 
it as I have children growing up 
in this community and feel there 
is a great need for this type of 
thing. 

Now I have never attended a 
meeting of the Recreation Centre 
but have discussed the subject 
with many who have and more 
who haven't: many who like my¬ 
self are all for it and then again 
those who are very much against 
it. From both sides I feel the ar- 
guments for it outweigh those 
against, but if any of those who 
are against can give me a logical 
reason I am certainly willing to 
listen. 

A few of the arguments go 
like so: 

There are some farmers who say 
sure the town starts something and 
are always coming to us for the 
donations and work. Who comes 
to the town for donations for 
FUA bonspiels, or expects the 
merchants to buy a calf at their 
calf sales, etc.? Now we are not 
complaining but I do believe this 
should be considered before they 
argue too much. If some of them 
would only work with the public 
just six months and were ap¬ 
proached for donations as often, 
they would soon realize just how 
much the town supports different 
charities and organizations with 
many fanner members. I know I 
was brought up on a farm and 
really got an awakening after 
working in town for awhile. Then 
they argue we wouldn't be able 
to use it anyway as we live too 
.far out to be driving our children 
in and out of these different 
activities. How many of them will 
drive miles for something for their 
own pleasure but have no time 
for their children? If the town 
gets the grant and borrows the 
money the responsibility ends for 
the farmer in the end anyhow. 

So the town citizens, say sure, 
the town borrows the money and 
our taxes go up. It would only 
amount to two or three dollars a 
year anyway, so why use this 
for an excuse ? 

Some of the older people com¬ 
plain that they haven't any child¬ 
ren so why should they have to 
donate anything or pay taxes? I 
heard one very good statement 
from a grandfather: "Every gener¬ 
ation should build something for 
the next generation," which I 
think is a wonderful outlook to 
take. Not only that but if we 


i-hen we will have banquet rooms 
idth proper facilities and accom¬ 
modation for such events as the 
enior citizens' dinners, Board of 
’rade luncheons, etc., it will cer- 
ainly be a wonderful advantage 
or all ages combined. If you have 
ver tried to cater to any of these 
vents I’m sure most would agree. 
Something else I just heard the 
ther day, that there was to be 
licensed lounge. Now I asked a 
ouple of members about this and 
;ot a very definite no. There will 
lossibly be occasions when they 
could get jfermits but they do 
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this in our halls now so it would 
be no different than it is now. 

These people who complain about 
our children running the streets 
should really stop and take a good 
look at what could be done. I was 
talking to a couple who moved to 
a town in Southern Alberta re¬ 
cently and they have a Recreation 
Centre there. They said there is 
some activity going on there every 
night for children of all ages as 
well as for adult. I've heard it 
said that we were just thinking of 
ourselves and our banquet rooms, 
meeting rooms, etc., the children 
would probably never get a chance 
to use it, but I believe the ex¬ 
ample of. some of these other 
towns should be heeded. Why not 
have it for everyone, it just might 
help a few families do things 
together. 

We have already spent $30,000.00 
ere we now going to let that go 
down the drain? If we turn this 
down it will be years and years 
before we ever get a chance to 
vote on it again. Some of you 
parents ask your children their 
views on it. I know in one parti¬ 
cular case where the parents are 
against it, but just talk to their 
teenage daughter about it. 

Look at our swimming pool! At 
the time it was built it was a 
big project for a town our size 
and from what I gather there was 
just this same debate over it. 
Maybe it isn't as big as it could 
be v now but look at the number 
of children who have really learn¬ 
ed something of value there, as 
well as the many, many hours of 
pleasure our children did and still 
do get out of it. 

There are so many more things 
I could say and there are probably 
arguments against which are just 
as reasonable, but where are you 
going to get a project which has 
everything one hundred percent 
right or wrong. I’ve tried to 
generalize on my criticism, I 
know there are many farmers, 
senior citizens and town citizens 
who have donated time and money 
to this project. 

Please let’s really give this 
some thought, don’t just sit back 
with the attitude that we don’t 
care. If you are against it argue 
about it, maybe someone can give 
you a reason for it and something 
constructive will come of it. If 
you are for iit let’s see if we can 
show where it would be a benefit 
for our community, it's citizens 
big and small, old and young alike. 

If I may repeat myself we will 
be a good many years without, if 
we turn this down, but will have 
something that will benefit this 
town for many, many years if we 
go ahead now.

ADVOCATE CLASSIFIEDS BRING SPEEDY RESULTS 


Today 28 men and women from 
United States, New Zealand and 
Canada find it hard to believe that 
the memories they have of their 
summer are memories of real ex¬ 
periences rather than of fanciful 
dreams. A few months ago they 
would not have believed that they 
actually would be eating and sleep¬ 
ing in the same rooms that pigs 
and ehekens ate and slept in. Nor 
would they have believed that they 
would be travelling down a river 
in the black of night with only a 
native guide, whose experience 
taught him how to avoid danger 
without the aid of moonlght or 
lamp. They would have found it 
hard to believe that they would 
be driving on one-laned mountain 
roads which accommodate two- 
way traffic, and they would not 
have cared to look out the side 
of a bus to see nothing hut sheer 
cliff for several hundreds of feet 
below and above. The thought of 
bargaining with Indiahs for a 
finely woven woolh n shawl in 
spite of the language barrier would 
have caused them to smile. 

However, these were the ex¬ 
periences of Sandra Scheiermnn 
and the 27 others who toured 
Colombia and Kquador for two 
weeks under a program known as 
Men for Missions, a laymen’s 
branch of the Oriental Missionary 
Society. The group of teachers, 
doctors, pastors, nurses, business 
men, professional musicians, 
farmers and students met on Sun¬ 
day, July 25, in Miami, Florida 
and the same evening found them¬ 
selves in the different world of 
Bogota, Colombia. Their opportuni¬ 
ties to exercise the feeble phrases 
memorized from a Spanish "Teach- 
Yourself” book began, but most 
of the verbal contact were better 
established through missionaries 
who acted as interpreters. 

The first week of the tour was 
spent in Colombia; the second in 
Ecuador. Boats, planes, trains and 
buses carried the group from 
place to place where individuals 
saw first hand the Christian mis¬ 
sion at work in these lands of 
cont rast. 

Extremes of almost every phase 
of life were witnessed in Latin 
America. In the growing city of 
Medellin a spacious beautifully- 
landscaped finea pleased the eye, 
hut in parts of the coastal eity of 
Guayaquil split bamboo houses 
were held above the tide by only a 
few shaky poles in street after 
street of poverty and filth. 

Landscapes varied from hare 
windswept Andean heights with 
lowering snow-capped peaks still 
higher, to lush over-green rain 
forests in the coastal lowlands. 

One night the visitors rested on 
comfortable beds in pleasant hotel 
rooms above noisy eity streets and 
harbours, hut the next night they 
tried to adjust to straw mats and 
hammocks in dirt-floored, adobe- 
walled houses of a small village 
far up the Magdelena River whore 
only some distant jungle sound 
broke the night stillness. 

Hot, humid afternoons in the 
lowlands convinced the panting, 
perspiring travellers to discard 
fashionable clothing in favor of 
comfortable appart I. But the chilly 


mountain air of Quito turned their 
minds to woollen sweaters in spite 
of the fact that they were just a 
few mles south of the equator. 

Rich chocolate or delicious fresh 
fruit grown in the area made 
mouths water, but some of the 
native foods wrapped and baked 
in a green leaf did not look or 
taste quite so appetizing. 

There were various paces of life 
too. In one place a dark-skinned 
driver unhurriedly prodded his 
slow burro under a bundle of fire¬ 
wood. But not too far away a 
determined city collective thus) 
driver took his load of jostling, 
purseclutehing passengers in and 
out fast city traffic, around sharp 
curves and up narrow, winding 
streets. 

The white foreigners will not 
soon forget the warm friendly 
smiles of school children and adults 
throughout the countries. But 
neither will they fail to remember 
the stoical stares of the Snraguro 
Indians living high in the deso¬ 
late cold mountains. 

Countless contrasts and sights, 


too numerous to list, impressed the 
Men for Missions group. The 
beautiful and the ugly; the fra¬ 
grant and the nauseating; the rich 
and the poor; the old and the new; 
the encouraging and the despair¬ 
ing. Challenges were on the minds 
and in the hearts of the visitors as 
they left this culture so unlike 
their own to return to tin' United 
Stnti s on Aug. 7. 

They returned with understand¬ 
ing rather than pity, ami with a 
desire to hPIp the people they had 
seen help themselves. They real¬ 
ized more than ever before that 
this understanding and 'desire to 
help can best be exercised through 
channels of Christian service 
prayer, support and participation

REPORT FROM EDMONTON 


(by J. Watlv Strang). 

It's election time . . . that’s 
about the only item that stirs the 
blood of government members 
these days.

BY-LAW No. 479 


Being a By-Law of the Town of Vulcan to authorize a 
Centennial Project. 


WHEREAS it is proposed to enter into an agreement 
with the County of Vulcan whereby the said County will 
undertake to waive 2,000.00 dollars of the federal-provincial 
centennial grant available to it and to join with the Town of 
Vulcan in its application for a centennial grant; and 


WHEREAS it wm be necessary for the Town to pro- j 
vide, based on the above, borrowing by debenture, for the 
years 15)65-75 the sum of 37,000.00 dollars. 


NOW THEREFORE under authority of the Town and 
Village Act, being chapter 338 of the Revised Statutes, the 
Council of the Town of Vulcan duly assembled, enacts as 
follows: 


9. That this By-Law shall come into force and effect on 
the final reading thereof. 


This is a true synopsis of the proposed By-Law No. 479 
of the Town of Vulcan which has been introduced and which 
wUl be finally passed by the Council four weeks from date of 
the assent of the proprietary electors thereto and voting 
thereon will be taken on the 13th of October, 1965 at the Town 
Office in Vulcan and for such purposes the poll will be open 
from 10 o’clock in the forenoon until 7 o’clock in the afternoon.

That this Council does approve of the proposal for the 
Centennial Project as outlined above. 

That the Town shall make application to the proper 
authorities for the joint federal-provincial grant in the 
amount of 5,000.00 dollars. 

That upon receiving confirmation of the approval of the 
Project by the Government of Alberta and the Govern¬ 
ment of Canada the Mayor and Council are authorized 
to enter into such contracts on behalf of the Town as 
may be necessary for the Centennial Project. 

That the Town’s share of the cost shall be provided out 
of the borrowing of the Town in the years 1965-75 and 
the sum of 37,000.00 dollars shall be included in the 
Town’s budget as a capital expenditure from revenue. 
That the title to the property on which the said Project 
will be located shall be acquired by the Town and shall 
not thereafter be sold or otherwise disposed of.

After five launderings 
it showed less shrinkage and less 
"shifting'' or "looping" of the heat¬ 
ing element than did the other 
makes. 

Heat is supplied to an electric 


blanket from an insulated element 
running up and down between two 
layers of fabric. Washing does not 
cause damage to wiring but in 
cheaper brands shrinkage m a y 
cause the element to loop across 
itself giving less uniform warmth. 

Electric blankets can have either 
a single or dual heating control. 
The latter should solve the ancient 
universal problem of locating two 
people who'like the same heat at 
the same time. 

.. Electric Blanket care is simple. 
The part containing the element 
should not be tucked under the 
mattress. Most have corner snaps 
at the bottom to hold the blanket 
in place. 

Washing instructions are usually 
included at time of purchase. 

General procedure is to wrap 
and tie the blanket plug in a 
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washcloth to keep it from flopping; 
and banging nbout. 

If the binding is badly soiled, it 
can be brushed with a concent i acted 
detergent solution. 

Leave the blanket to soak in 
warm suds for 15 minutes, then 
agitate for one minute only. Rinse 
in warm water and spin dry If 
using a wringer machine hold the 
blanket lengthwise and put it 
through the wringer using light 
pressure. 

To dry in automatic dryer add 
three or four clean bath towels 
to cushion the blanket. Do not 
over-dry. Remove from dryer 
while just slightly damp, straighten 
ends and finish drying on clothes¬ 
line or on flat surface. 

To dry on clothesline, hang over 
double lines and straighten edges. 
When half dry change position on 
line. After completion of drying, 
brush up the nap with a soft 
brush. 

Enjoy your electric blanket but 
keep that old comforter handy tt 
hasn't even heard of p o w e t 
failure.
